On December 31, 1957 Senor Hazael T. Marroquin re- 
tired from the Mexico Agency of the American Bible 
Society after thirty-seven years of devoted and distin- 
guished service to the Bible cause. 

Following his education in the Colegia Presbiteriana in 
Coyoacdn, Mexico, D. F., he was a lay pastor under the 
Texas-Mexican Presbytery. Later he became administra- 
tor of the YMCA dormitories in Mexico City, from 
which position he was appointed Assistant Secretary of 
the Mexico Agency in 1920. Seven years later he became 
Agency Secretary and served in that capacity until his 
recent retirement. 

During this term of service Sr. Marroquin had the 
privilege of presenting Bibles to the last five Presidents of 
Mexico, placed Bibles in the public libraries in each of 


HIRTY-SEVEN years ago I 

joined the work of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society at the invi- 
tation of the Mexico Agency’s 
Secretary, the Rev. Arthur H 
Mellen. After my serving as As- 
sociate Secretary for six years, 
the Board of Managers of the 
Bible Society conferred upon me 
the distinguished honor of Secre- 
tary for the Mexican Agency.

HIS was the official invitation to the citizens of 

Washington, D. C. to join in the One Great 
uarter Hour of reading the Sermon on the Mount 
at breakfast on Brotherhood Sunday, December 1, 
1957. 


The program was planned by former Chaplain 
(Major General) Ivan L. Bennett, now Secretary of 
the National Capital office of the American Bible 
Society. It was the high point of a citywide Bible 
Reading Program sponsored by the Washington City 
Bible Society in cooperation with one hundred fifty 
churches. More than 100,000 copies of the special 
hristmas edition of the (aaa of Matthew were 
distributed throughout the city. 


Ministers preached from the Sermon, Bible classes 
studied it, families read it, the Washington Post and 
Times Herald printed it, radio and television stations 


broadcast it, and people in every walk of life joined 
this eles of the Brotherhood of the Book. 


Vice President Nixon wrote: “In my opinion the 
Sermon on the Mount, which is generally regarded as 
he Christian design for living, has an ever-timely 
nessage for all of us. I hope that your efforts to en- 
‘ourage the people in the Washington area to read it 
houghtfully will be highly successful.” 


“JT -will be glad to participate,’ wrote Senator 


fr. Lucius C. Battle and family participated in “One Great Quarter Hour of Reading” 
Battle listen while daughter Vashti reads the Sermon on the Mount 
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Stuart Symington; and Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said, ‘“You may be assured that I will consider it a 
privilege to do this in concert with thousands of 
Americans who will surely cooperate in this most sig- 
nificant movement.” 


Senator Estes Kefauver called this a ‘‘worth-while 
spiritual undertaking,” and although he was in Ten- 
nessee with his father that day, he sent word that 
‘you can rest assured we shall participate.” Similar 
assurances came from Governor Harold E. Stassen, 
Senators Albert Gore, Margaret Chase Smith and 
Congressmen Brooks Hays and George Mahon. 


Secretary of Army Wilbur M. Brucker considered 
it an honor to participate and said, “‘In the midst of 
the present worldwide tension there is need to seek a 
point-reference which can reveal to us the way of 
wisdom and truth . Your Society is to be con- 
gratulated for its sponsorship of this plan for an area- 
wide reading of the Sermon on the Mount.” 


Chief of Staff Thomas D. White, Air Force De- 
partment, suggested that in these trying times “‘it 
would behoove us to sit down more often and review 
some of the great messages of the Bible.”

HE future status of the Island of Formosa (or 

Taiwan) may be indecisive, but this in no way 
reflects the decisive action and efforts of the Island’s 
Christian community. 


A rigorous Bible-loving church continues to de- 
velop in Taiwan. Distribution has increased, and de- 
mands for supplies have been embarrassing to the 
packing staff in Hongkong as well as the postal serv- 
ices. To meet this problem plans are in hand for the 
printing of Gospel Portions on Taiwan. Publications 
for the tribal dialects in phonetic symbols are already 
produced on the Island. Last year the second volume 
in Sediq (Acts), the result of the careful work of Rev. 
R. Covell and his team of advisers, was prepared. 


Only recently the Bible House in New York re- 
ceived a first copy of the Epistle of James in Amis, 
recently published by the Hongkong Bible House 
in Formosa. A letter from Mr. E. P. ‘Torjesen of the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission in Chengkung high- 
lights the importance of this event. 


“You will be glad to hear that the Epistle of James 
in Amis is now off the press. On November 2 I was in 
Hwalien and picked up the first 500 copies, and the 
rest (4,500 copies) were to be shipped to me. later

The Bible in the Home 


is one thing I can do, and I am going to do it. I am 
going to see that our child knows and loves the 
Bible.” The heart of religious training lies in family 
devotions. Christian training in Sunday school and 
church is good, but it is not enough. Christian home 
life centered on the Bible becomes one of the strongest 
links between home and church. Daily contact with 
God’s Word will strengthen the Christian character 
of every member of the family. The fundamental pur- 
pose should not be an exact, set amount of reading, 
but the habitual regularity of it. Parents can do few 
things more effectively to strengthen Christian life 
than establish their children in this habit—and keep 
them there. 

One: WHEN TO Reap? (1) Daily if possible, usually 
at the morning or evening meal, perhaps in conjunc- 
tion with prayer at the table. Or, it may be the last 
event of the day be- 
fore bedtime. (2) If 
not daily, let Bible 
reading be at least 
weekly— preferably 
Saturday, when the 
household can gather 
together on the eve 
of the Sabbath, or 
on the Lord’s Day 
itself, when all the 
family is at home. 
Your pastor will wel- 
come an invitation 
to initiate family 
Bible reading for 
your household. 

Two: How To 
Reap? (1) Let each 
member of the fam- 
ily have his own copy 
and share in the 
reading. (2) Some- 
times read the life 
of Jesus straight 
through. (3) Sun- 
day-school lessons 
may be followed. (4) Also readily accessible are book- 
lets of daily devotional readings, selections from re- 
ligious magazines, or leaflets which the American 
Society makes available, such as “Stories of the 
Bible,” ‘Men and Women of the Bible,’ ‘“‘Poetry of 
the Bible,’’ ““Wisdom from the Bible,” ‘‘Forty Favor- 
ite Chapters,” “A Month of Devotional Readings,” 
“Bible Alphabet” or ‘‘Daily Bible Readings for the 
Year,” which takes note of special days and events.

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Christ Behind Prison Bars

HE PRISONER was a college graduate, a writer and a zealous 

Communist. He had written four books and many pamphlets on 
the Communist movement, and as he was led off to jail he was 
already plotting revenge on those who had been responsible for his 
arrest. As he left the courtroom an Indian evangelist who had been 
at the trial handed hima copy of the New Testament. 

The days in jail were long, and he soon asked for Communist lit- 
erature to read. His attendant pointed to the New Testament, 
which the convict had carelesslyshoved among his things on the 
untidy shelf. ‘hen, opening the Book to the Gospel according to 
St. Matthew, the attendant read: 

““And if any man will sue thee at the law, and take away thy 
coat, let him have thy cloak also.” 

As the attendant started to leave, he remarked: ‘‘Well, how’s 
that for real communism?”’ 

That was the beginning. How strange these words of Jesus 
sounded! The prisoner had always been taught to fight for his rights. 
He still planned to take revenge as soon as he got out of prison. 

As the weeks went on, the Book became his indispensible com- 
panion. He read and reread it, experiencing a violent tug away 
from old values and ambitions. 

He began writing again—now for a new cause and with a new 
purpose. 

After his release from prison he decided to study for the minis- 
try so that he might help to bring Christ to others behind closed 
doors of skepticism, hatred and doubt. 

He has recently written: ‘“‘For years I have looked for the way of 
life expressed i in the Bible. I have searched all over India for such 
an expression of life. I have found the answer in a completely new 
way of life Now life has purpose. And I found it in Christ, behind 
prison bars.”

cross from the general post office in Bombay City stands the Bible 

House of the Bombay Auxiliary. ‘Thousands pass the window 

of the Bible House each day—merchants, jewelers, beggars, spice 

hucksters, snake charmers, turbaned Moslems and bearded Sikhs. 

Many stop to read the Scriptures in their own languages or to see 
the attractive flannelgraph that depicts a Bible scene. 


One day recently, a leper stood at the door of the Bible House 
with his begging bowl, afraid to enter because he was a leper. One 
of the helpers asked him what he wanted, and was surprised when 
he said, ‘‘I want to buy a Telugu Bible.” The helper asked him if 
he had five rupees, and in reply the leper handed over his begging 
bowl well-filled with small coins. He was persuaded to go in, and 
his bowl was emptied and the money counted. It was less than the 
required amount, so the Society decided to make him a gift of a 
Telugu Bible. His gratitude was a scene not easily forgotten. He 
knelt down on the floor and in his own language gave thanks to 
God for the copy of the Bible. 


He spoke English as well as Telugu and told how as a leper he 
could not find work and so had to resort to begging. His new friends 
gave him an address of a Christian hospital that specializes in heal- 
ing leprous hands and feet, and he departed with his new Bible and 
the hope of being healed. 


Hindus, Moslems, Parsees and others are among the visitors. 
Some are attracted by the Illustrated New Testament, which they 
find most interesting. Some come out of curiosity and often pur- 
chase a book. Many buy a copy of the Sermon on the Mount, as it 
was Mahatma Gandhi's favourite portion. ‘These people and many 
more come. The Bible House in Bombay is truly a gateway to the 
Word of Life.

Three: Let great hymns and pictures help illumi 
nate the message from the pages of the Good Book 
At dinner or after reading, diversion is often found 1 
naming a place of importance and asking what even 
took place there.

Each fam} 
ily must decide the best way for itself after followin 
one method long enough to test its worth. 

Four: Many homes have been helped by establish+ 
ing in the living room a Bible corner or altar, wher 
there may be assembled a small family Bible with 
family-register pages faithfully kept; children’s edi 
tions of the Scriptures; perhaps a Bible dictionary 
geography, and other books that help toward a 
understanding of God’s Word. Besides its practica 
convenience, the visible presence of such a Bibl 
corner lays constant emphasis upon the fact that th 
Bible is different from and more important than an 
other book in the house. 

The successful use of the Bible in the home lie 
with the parents. Underneath all else must be an unj 
shakable conviction that, in spite of all the difficulties 
attendant on securing time for the study of Holy Writ} 
it must play a major role in the family’s common life 
and in the individual lives of all the members. 

If children are to love the Word of God, it mus 
first be in the hearts of the parents ... not just in 
their heads, but in their hearts, directing their lives: 
Wise parents teach the Word of God diligently te 
their children by making the Bible a part of theij 
daily conversation. Reading and quoting the Bibl 
should be as natural in the Christian home as speakt 
ing about the weather 

In all the reading, neglect not to find Jesus withim 
and throughout, and conduct all discussion in Hil 
Spirit. Jesus is God’s last and living Word, and Hei

description of the three-cent stamp 
commemorating religious freedom in 
America and the Flushing Remon- 
strance. 

The Flushing Remonstrance stamp 
was drawn and designed by Mr. Rob- 
ert Geissman of New York City. The 
stamp has for its central subject a 
Bible, which bespeaks the everlasting 
truth; a hat, symbolic of the people and the times; and a 
quill, which is the symbol of man’s determination to 
speak the truth through the written word. An ornamen- 
tal ribbon bearing the wording “1657 The Flushing 
Remonstrance 1957” links the Bible, the hat and the 
quill. In the upper portion of the stamp is the wording 
“Religious Freedom in America.” All lettering is a mod- 
ification of early American type. 

This stamp is .84 by 1.44 inches in dimension and 
issued in sheets of fifty. The color of the stamp is black.

February Meeting of the Board 


The Board of Managers met at the Bible 
House on Thursday, February 6, 1958. 
Vice President John J. Leu was in the 
Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Rey. Dr. Alvin A. Ahern. 

It was reported that there were issued 
from the Bible House in New York during 
1957 a total of 13,290,771 volumes. 

It was also reported that during 1957 a 
total of 50,587 embossed volumes and 
Talking Book records were sent out from 
the Bible House in New York to the blind 
and deaf-blind in the United States. A new 
edition of the Braille Concordance was 
printed during the year. 


Distribution by grant to the Armed 
Forces during 1957 totaled 1,079,391 vol- 
umes, including 62,808 Bibles, 292,903 
Testaments and 723,680 Portions. 

Rev. James A. Weeks was appointed Sec- 
retary of the Bible Lands Agency, North, 
effective February 15, 1958. 

Dr. Darlington presented to the Board a 
copy of an oil painting by Henry Inman 
(1802-46) of Bishop William White, first 
president of the first Bible Society in the 
United States. Bishop White (1748-1846) 
was one of the chaplains in the Continental 
Congress of the United States.
